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PLANTS  MANUFACTURING  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  BY  PRODUCTION- SIZE 
GROUPS  AND  GEOGRAPHIC  DISTRIBUTION  -  1957 

Introduction 

Production  of  all  major  manufactured  dairy  products  except  butter  has  increased 
rapidly  during  the  past  two  decades,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Perhaps  more 
significant  than  the  actual  gain  in  total  production  is  that  it  occurred  despite  a 
sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  plants  making  most  of  these  products.  Hence,  the  increase 
in  average  output  per  plant  has  more  than  offset  the  decline  in  plant  numbers.  The 
extent  of  this  change  is  illustrated  by  the  following  table:

This  rapid  change  in  plant  numbers  and  production  has  caused  an  increasing 
demand  for  information  on  size  and  geographic  distribution  of  plants  manufacturing 
dairy  products.  Many  of  the  plants  shown  in  this  report  manufacture  several  products, 
so  a  plant  making  butter  and  powdered  milk,  for  example,  was  counted  once  as  a 
creamery  and  again  as  a  powdering  plant.  Tables  and  maps  are  based  upon  data  obtained 
from  the  1957  survey  of  all  dairy  manufacturing  plants  in  the  United  States. 

Size-Group  Distribution  of  Plants  Manufacturing  Dairy  Products 

In  1957,  almost  two-thirds  of  the  2,062  creameries  in  the  United  States  had  an 
annual  output  of  less  than  one-half  million  pounds  of  butter,  while  only  19  percent 
produced  over  one  million  pounds  per  plant.  Yet,  the  average  production  per  plant  for 
the  Nation  was  slightly  over  685,000  pounds.  In  the  major  producing  West  North 
Central  region,  60  percent  of  the  plants  produced  less  than  one-half  million  pounds  of 
butter  each,  17  percent  were  in  the  1  million  to  k  million-pound  production  groups, 
and  less  than  2  percent  produced  over  k  million  pounds.  In  the  East  North  Central 
region,  the  proportion  of  small  plants  was  about  the  same  as  in  the  West  North  Central; 
57  percent  in  the  less  than  one-half  million-pound  groups,  25  percent  in  the  1  million 
to  k  million -pound  groups,  and  5  percent  in  the  over  k  million -pound  group.  Three- 
fifths  of  the  creameries  in  Minnesota,  the  most  important  butter-producing  State  in 
1957,  made  less  than  one-half  million  pounds  each,  15  percent  made  from  1  to  k  million 
pounds,  and  only  2  plants  made  over  k  million  pounds.  In  Wisconsin,  which  is  fast 
approaching  Minnesota  in  butter  output,  only  4  3  percent  of  the  creameries  fell  in  the 
less  than  one-half  million-pound  groups,  while  over  31  percent  produced  from  1  million 
to  1+  million  pounds,  and  7  percent,  or  1*  plants,  made  over  h  million  pounds  of  butter.

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American  cheese  plants  varied  widely  in  size.  Ten  percent  of  the  1,19k  plants  made  less 
than  100,000  pounds  of  cheese  each,  2k   percent  made  from  250,000  to  500,000  pounds,  20  percent 
from  500,000  to  750,000  pounds,  and  36  percent  over  750,000  pounds  in  1957-  In  the  East  North 
Central  region,  which  produced  two-fifths  of  the  total  1957  output  of  American  cheese,  7  percent 
of  the  plants  made  less  than  100,000  pounds  and  only  3  percent  made  over  2  million  pounds.  In 
contrast,  only  2  of  the  73  American  cheese  plants  in  the  South  Central  region  made  less  than 
100,000  pounds,  while  30  (kl   percent  of  the  total)  made  over  2  million  pounds  each.  In  Wisconsin, 
the  major  cheese  producing  State,  7  percent  of  the  plants  were  in  the  less  than  100,000  pounds 
per  year  group,  and  only  2  percent  in  the  over  2  million  pounds  group.  On  the  other  hand,  three- 
fourths  of  the  plants  in  Kentucky,  three-fifths  of  those  in  Tennessee,  and  more  than  two-fifths 
of  the  Missouri  American  cheese  plants  made  over  2  million  pounds  each. 

One-fourth  of  the  Nation's  Swiss  cheese  plants  produced  250,000  to  500,000  pounds  each  in 
1957,  and  22  percent  produced  175,000  to  250,000  pounds.  Of  the  184  plants  making  Swiss  cheese, 
11  percent  made  less  than  50, 000  pounds,  and  6  percent  made  over  2  million  pounds. 

Almost  one-fifth  of  the  Italian  cheese  plants  were  in  the  250,000-500,000-pound  group,  while 
17  percent  made  less  than  50,000  pounds,  and  8  percent  made  more  than  2  million  pounds  each 
in  1957- 

Plants  making  creamed  cottage  cheese  were  rather  evenly  distributed  among  the  size-groups 
used.  Almost  three -fourths  of  the  1,65^  plants  produced  less  than  250,000  pounds,  and  17  percent 
made  less  than  10,000  pounds  of  cottage  cheese  each.  Annual  production  in  9  percent  of  the 
plants  was  over  1  million  pounds.  Distribution,  by  size-groups,  in  the  East  North  Central  region, 
which  produced  31  percent  of  the  Nation's  creamed  cottage  cheese  in  1957 ,  closely  paralleled  that 
for  the  entire  country.  In  the  second  largest  producing  region--the  Pacific — plants  tended  to  be 
somewhat  larger.  In  that  region,  23  percent  of  all  plants  made  more  than  1  million  pounds  each, 
while  only  11  percent  produced  less  than  10,000  pounds  per  year  each.  Almost  one-third  of  the 
plants  in  California  turned  out  over  1  million  pounds,  while  only  one- tenth  produced  less  than 
10,000  pounds  each.  In  New  York,  one-fourth  of  the  plants  were  in  the  over  1  million-pound  size- 
group  and  only  8  percent  were  in  the  less  than  10,000-pound  group.  In  the  contrast,  Ohio,  which 
had  more  plants  making  creamed  cottage  cheese  than  any  other  State,  had  21  percent  of  all  plants 
in  the  less  than  10,000-pound  group  and  only  6  percent  in  the  over  1  million-pound  class. 

One-fourth  of  the  plants  making  nonfat  dry  milk  for  human  food  were  in  the  2.5  to  5  million- 
pound  production  group  and  another  21  percent  produced  from  1  million  to  2.5  million  pounds  each. 
Almost  one-fifth  of  the  U56  plants  making  nonfat  dry  milk  were  in  the  less  than  500,000-pound 
production  group,  and  only  2  percent  made  more  than  20  million  pounds  during  1957 •  Size-group 
distribution  of  plants  in  the  major  producing  East  North  Central  region  was  quite  similar  to  that 
of  the  Nation  as  a  whole.  In  the  important  West  North  Central  region,  however,  plants  tended  to 
be  larger  with  only  8  percent  in  the  smallest  size-group  and  3  percent  in  the  largest. 

Of  the  3,395  ice  cream  plants  ( counterf reezers  excluded),  U3  percent  made  less  than  25,000 
gallons  and  only  1  percent  made  over  2  million  gallons  of  ice  cream  each  in  1957-  Plants  making 
over  one-half  million  gallons  of  ice  cream  comprised  9  percent  of  the  total  number,  while  71 
percent  made  less  than  100,000  gallons  each.  Size-group  distribution  of  ice  cream  plants  in  the 
major  producing  East  North  Central  region  closely  paralleled  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  In 
the  important  Middle  Atlantic  region,  however,  one-half  of  all  plants  were  in  the  smallest  size- 
group  and  3  percent  were  in  the  largest.  Plants  tended  to  be  larger  in  the  Pacific  area  where 
only  32  percent  of  the  plants  produced  less  than  25,000  gallons  and  3  percent  made  more  than 
2  million  gallons  each.  In  Pennsylvania,  first-ranked  ice  cream  producing  State,  kl  percent  of 
all  regular  plants  made  less  than  25,000  gallons  each  in  1957  •  In  second-ranked  New  York,  59 
percent  of  all  plants  were  in  the  smallest  production  size-group,  while  in  third-ranked 
California,  only  30  percent  of  the  plants  made  less  than  25,000  gallons  of  ice  cream. 

There  were  501  plants  making  condensed  and  evaporated  milk  ( skimmed  and  unskimmed)  in  1957 • 
Almost  one-third  of  these  produced  less  than  one-half  million  pounds  of  condensed  or  evaporated 
milk,  while  2  percent  made  over  50  million  pounds  each.  Of  the  total,  70  percent  had  an  annual 
output  of  less  than  5  million  pounds  each. 

One-fifth  of  the  85  plants  producing  canned  evaporated  whole  milk  made  from  25  to  35  million 
pounds  of  that  product  in  1957-  Only  7  percent  were  in  the  less  than  5  million-pound  group  and 
7  percent  manufactured  more  than  55  million  pounds  each.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Plants  Manufacturing  Dairy  Products,  1957 

Over  one-half  of  all  United  States  plants  making  butter  in  1957  were  located  in  the  West  North 
Central  region,  with  slightly  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  in  Minnesota.  The  heaviest  concentra- 
tion was  in  the  area  known  as  the  Upper  Mississippi  Valley  butter  production  region  which  includes 
southern  Minnesota,  northeastern  Iowa,  and  southwestern  Wisconsin. 

Of  the  1,19^  plants  making  American  cheese,  722  —  or  60  percent  --  were  in  Wisconsin.  Two  counties 
in  the  State  each  had  50  plants  making  American  cheese  and  l6  countes  had  20  or  more  in  1957-  Other 
less  dense  concentrations  occurred  in  northeastern  Iowa,  northern  Illinois,  northern  New  York,  south- 
western Missouri,  and  eastern  Idaho. 

Plants  making  creamed  cottage  cheese  were  found  in  every  State.  Heaviest  concentrations  were  in 
the  States  adjoining  the  Great  Lakes,  with  Ik   percent  of  the  total  number  located  in  Ohio,  8  percent  in 
Michigan,  7  percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  6  percent  each  in  Illinois  and  Wisconsin. 

The  456  plants  making  nonfat  dry  milk  for  human  food  were  located  in  36  States.  However,  one-half 
of  these  were  in  k-  States:  Wisconsin,  New  York,  Minnesota,  and  Iowa,  while  Michigan,  Ohio,  California, 
and  Pennsylvania  accounted  for  an  additional  21  percent  of  the  total. 

There  were  3,395  plants,  excluding  counterfreezers,  making  ice  cream  in  1957-  New  York  led  all 
other  States  with  288  plants,  while  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  and  Michigan  each  had  over  200.  Seven  additional 
States  had  over  100  ice  cream  plants  each.  These  were  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Texas,  California, 
Massachusetts,  and  Indiana.
